STORM; DAMAGE 
OF SIX MILLION 


Nek York, Sept.. 7.—4#)—New ‘York, 
with ite much vaunted skyscrapers; 
miles of subways and tunnels and 
other engineering marvels, still is a 
puny thing when the elements strike 
with their mighty force. 

The city’s millions were confronted 
with a graphic illustration of this today 
when a count was made of the damage 
| wreaked by last night's storm. 

Two men were killed and approxi- 
mately thirty persons injured in a sub- 
way landslide in Brooklyn, two women 
were killed on Staten island when a 
dam gave way near New Brighton, and 
it was expected the property damage 
in the metropolitan area would total 
$6,000,000. 

Staten island suffered the brunt of 
the storm. There it was estimated a 
damage of $3,000,000 was caused by the 
thunderstorm. Traffic facilities on the 
island still were paralyzed today.

THE BILL OF BRIGHTS.

Have these ten a warrant of 
authority over and above the fourteenth 
er eighteenth? Is their infringement & 
thing of a kind different than would be 
the infringement of any part of the orig- 
inal document; or of any other of the 
amendments? The learned professor dare 
not so contend, 

‘The “ bill of rights” is not so sacred 
a thing and is not hedged about with 
any safeguards so we may not change it 
if we want to. The common sense fact 
is that it is simply a part of the consti- 
tution amenable to the will of the peo- 
ple today, as it was in the hands of its 
original creatora The fathers had noth- 
ing on us of today in the matter of au- 
thority in that matter. 

What, then ie my elemental right, your 
elemental] right, the right of every man 
in the matter of government? Is it not 
to get and to have the kind of govern- 
ment he wants, so.he secures it by order- 
ly and constitutional process, and not in 
@® manner abrupt, subversive, or revolu- 
tionary? ‘That means by securing the 
collaboration of sufficient likeminded in- 
dividuals to set up a majority control in 
the government itself, Think you the 
professor will find any fault with that 
course of reasoning? 
Now, what about this eighteenth 
amendment? Is it not the fact that it 
simmers itself down to a question of the 
kind of right, liberty and pursuit of hap- 
piness we want In this country? When a 
gusher spouts in the oi) fields the fine

like a mist over all vegetation destroy- 
ing it utterly. The farmer suffers no 
impairment to his right te till the soil, 
plant and cultivate, but he will harvest 
no crop.
